And your instinet is right when it 
makes you choose salads and cheese 
instead of steak-and-kidney pudding 
or hot roast pork, : 


And you shouldn't eat large meals 
when the weather is hot. A full 
stomach ‘embarrasses your heart, 
nnd in a heat-wave It already has 
to work a bit harder than usual, 
because it's got to send the blood 
coursing through your skin so that 
you can lose as much heat as quickly 
as possible.

PE order to moke the most of 

flowers it-ls necessary to hove 
sufMclent vases of different types— 
ench one suitable for certain kinds 
of flowers, 

If you. have but a few long- 
stemmed blooms, then it is better to 
choose u vase with a. rather narrow 
neck, the top of which curves In- 
wards, There are some good specl- 
mens of this kind of ‘vase to be had, 
with wide, bottleshaped centres and 
thin necks. It. is surprising to find 
how well-balanced an arrangement 
of half-n-dozen blooms can appear in 
this kind of vase. Be aan 

When, however, you have a large 
supply of flowers, u receptacle which 
has the top curving generously out- 
ward will display 
advantage.

In external appearance the Miles 
Monarch elosely resembles its pre- 
decessor, the well-known Miles 
Whitney Straight. It ts powered 
with the same engine, the 130 tp. 
Inverted De Haviland Gipsy Major, 
which Is unquestionably one of the 
most reliable elvil aeroengines in the 
world. 

In reality, the Monarch {s a greatly 
{mproved machine embodying many 
new features and improvements in 
manufacturing techniguc. The acro- 
plane {s now available either as a 
two-seater at £1,250 or as a three- 
seater ut £1,325, These prices seem 
reasonable considering the up-to- 
date specification and the excellence 
of the finish, 

The machine I flew was a three- 
seater, and I was able to try out Its 
take-off with one, two and threo 
people. On the Might to Reading f 
was accompanied by Mr. Lecayo, one 
of the staff pilota of Alrwork Ltd. 
Neither he nor I are light weights, 
but the machine took off easily tn 
about 150 yards. On the return 
journey to Heston I was alone. 

1 wag interested to note that the

After ro- 
turning to Heston I took the Monarch 
off ngain with two passengers on 
board.

The Brauchitsch, brothers began 
by instituting proceedings against 
von Schirach for “insult and bodily 
injury.” The public prosecutor of 
Berlin, however, quashed this cast’ 
on the pretext of “privilege,” because 
von Schirach Is a Reichstag Deputy. 


It was then possible, according to 
German law, to sue the Youth 
Leader on a slightly different civil 
charge for damages. The President 
of the Court suspended procccdings 
when von Schirach consented to pay 
damages and costs, and the plaintiffs 
declared themselves ‘satisfied.

PEACE-MAKER 


It may be a little early to 
congratulate anyone, but it does 
that, in the current 
German - Czecho - Slovakian dis- 
pute, Great Britain's diplomacy 


has scored a trjumph., It ia a 
personal victory for Lord Run- 
cimin, however, that capable 
mediator who has handled the 
highly explosive Czech and 
German feelings like 


his dynamite, firmly, fearlessly 
but with the certain knowledge 
of the destruetive force vf his 
material, The Czech statesmen, 
M. Edouard Benes, the Pre- 
sident, and Dr. Milan Hodza, the 
Prime. -Minister,.. have acted 
praise-worthy parts, and, at the 
last moment, ‘it is obvious that 
the Sudeten leaders are more 
inclined to compromise, with 
honour, than to revolt, without 
good excuse. Taking the 
situation as a whole, both sides 
Jatterly have acted: with com. 
mendable forebearance and dis- 
cipline; and both sides have 
showh an inclination for honest 
dealing, und a readiness to ad- 
mit mistakes in conduct and in 
argument, It-.is never impos- 
sible to’ settle disputes of this 
sort if reason rather than 
emotion is -ygiven the reins. 

It is feared, in some quarters, 
that the policy of appeasement 
which Great Britain has en. 
deavoured to bring into opera- 
tion in the Sudeten case, may 
be no more than a temporary 
relicf. Even so, the postpone- 
ment of a life or death crisis 
always leaves room for hope 
that an ultimate settlement will 
be..umicably reached. Lf the 
renewed optimism’ of European 
{capitals has renl foundation, 

then diplomacy has.-in some 

measure redeemed ‘its reputa- 
tion. Surely, then, the next 
step in the Sudeten-Czech; quar. 
rel is a series of negotiations, 
possibly culminating in a hear- 


ing. of the whole case before 
some international arbitration 
(tribunal where fair-dealing and 
an. unbiased judgment ‘are as- 
sured. How much eaner ig such 
a solution than the old, bloody, 
filthy,hateful remedy of. war. - 
It is. possibly true that the 


AMONGS 


A STRANGE survival, from 
the past is the belief in 
magic. It prevails to a certain’ 
degree in almost every-country, 
regardless of the advance of 
learning and the progress of 
natural science, . 
The East, of course, is where it is 
encountered in its most fowishing 
state; for here magic hos not been 
regarded as solely a diabolical art, 
but rather as an accomplishment to 
be highly respected and even 
yenerated.. Thus the sorcerer (is 
an important personage amongst. 
many Oriental people; for hls know- 
ledye of ceremonial magic embraces 
the exorcising of evil spirits 
und the cure of disease by means of 
incantations andy charms, It is in 
China, however, where superstitious 
beliefs have always: formed =a 
portion of the folklore of the common 
people, and consequently a sort of oc- 
culWsystem bas been bullt up. In fact, 
practically every village bonsts of 
Its naam-mo-sin-shaang or exorciser 
as Well as Its sheng-p’oh or sorceress 
who can be hired for a fee to exhibit 
their magical powers fn various ways, 
either to consult with the dead or 
else to conjure: away evil 
apirits, Lt is the latter function 
ineldentally which’ ia Jn most de- 
mand; for amongst the illiterate 
masses, there is oo finn -bellef 
in the existence of demons, and that 
the different orders of these spirits 
preside over the powers of nature, 
Consequently, every disease ta which 
tlesh Is heir is atleged to be the result 
of some particular demon which has 
chosen to make the bady of the 
sufferer Its abode. Furthermore, it 
is alleged that demdnincal possession 
Is an extremely common occurrence, 
and puzzHng illnesses are often thus 
explained, The Chinese cluim, more- 
over, that the earth, air, and water 
are the abode of a formidable body 

of spectral creatures, 


HORRID AND LOATHSOME 


Some of these are especially horrid 
and loathsome; for they are the dis- 
embodied spirits—the unhappy ghosts 
of suicides, or of drowned persons— 
which ronm about during: the silent 
hours of night and create terror In 
the minds of those susceptible persons 
who: are forced to be abroud during 
those witching: hours from Yhe third 
to the fourth watch (11 p.m, to J. 
aim.) “when prave-yards quake und 
fcometeries yawn.” These mysterious 
speetres from ‘the region of- the 
shades are alleged to glide along near 
the base of walls, and consequently, 
‘many people fave a superstitious 
;Udrend of walking too close to these 
‘structures at night, and if they hap- 
pen to do so, will even go so 
Yfar as to spit in that direction; 

there is a curious notion 
| mat if one should  expectorate 
near uw wall ot night the ejected 
faliva will be sufficient to injure 
whatever demoniacal being which 
may be lurking there, .and thus pre- 
vent its wreaking harm Upon the 
passer-by. B 

In addition to the kwal, which may 
be translated. as signifying .anything 
from devil to ghost, the Chinese 
believe In a whole class of demons 
which they for want of a better name 
term faan, These are properly un- 
clean spirits par excellence, and 
‘are the ones which take de- 
Ught in being In the vicinity of the 
living. Houses are often said to be 
thelr abode, and when their presence 
is discovered, then the house becomes 
la-cha or “haunted” and a_ real 
diMculty arises in finding a 
tenant who is.daring enough to risk 
nightly visitations and the possibility 
of ghostly encounters with some ap- 
parition from the nether world. 
Moreover, ‘these evil influences like 
the cacodaemones of the ancient 
Greeks are supposed to aMfict the 
human body with sickness and dls- 
orders of a dangerous . character. 
Children are alleged to be especially 
susceptible to the malign ministra- 
tlons of these baleful beings, and 
almost every childish complaint from 
fright to colle Is attributed to 


threat of an overwhelmingly 
powerful association ‘of nations 
behind =Czecho-Slovakia has 
diluted the Sudeten determina- 
tion to resist all compromise; 
but it is only fair to remembe

CURING CHILDHOOD TERRORS 


Another curious method of In- 
dividual exorelsm, and incidentally 
also practiced for the cure of child- 
hood terrors, is that one found 
amongst natives of the Chung-shiin 
district.” ‘This is known as Uaum 
chue-tsai or “barbecuing the pin". 
It is performed by placing alum on 
the, coals of a briskly burning fung-lo 
or “earthenware chatty" and = then 
firmly grasping the child around the 
body and holding it at a safe distance, 
piss it quickly {o and fro through 
the resultant cloud of acrid smoke, 
all the while chanting the following 
Invocation: .

And how about 
Johnny Woodruff, the famed Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh middle distance 
runner? Nicknamed "Long. * John" 
by the track world, Woodruff gave 
tie United States Olymple team a 
good nudge nlong the championship 
path by capturing the 800 metre run 
in Berlin.

YNDOUBTEDLY the most striking 
characteristic of Henry Arm- 
atrong’s relentless, all-conquering 
style of fighting is his apparent lack 
of sensation of pain or discomfort 
caused ‘by his opponent's blows. 
Seemingly impervious to physical 
punishment, thls ring phenomenon 
never. ceases his endless forward 
march no matter how powerful or 
well placed the punches of his rival 
may be. we 


This uncanny ability to withstand 
physical shock scems not so unusual 
when the story of Armstrong’s rise to 
fame is told. Hurricane Henry came 
up the hard way, 

Armstrong is a child of adversity, 
his carly Ufe was o sucecsa of bit- - 
ter struggles, disappointments and 
frustrations. But: through them all, 
he Kept marching on, chin forward, 
never stepping back, even os he docs 
in the ring. It seems diMcult to 
believe that this great fighter was 
knocked out in his first professional 
fight, but*such was the case, 

From December 12, 1012, when he 
made his debut in this world in St. 
Louis, Henry's life until quite res 
cently, wag no. bed of roses. Left 
motherless at the ago of Ove, young 
Henry was out on tho streets ped- 
dung papers when only seven years 
old, doing his bit to feed and keep 
a roof over the heads of thirteen 
craven ond sisters.. on Ok
